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GROWTH OF THE WEST. 


Giobe; Mr. T. G. Rothwell, law 
clerk of the department of the inter- 
ior, Ottawa, has returned from 3 three 
weeks’ trip to the Territories, and ex- 
pressed himself as much impressed by 
the striking evidences of development 
which be witnessed during the jour- 
ney. “On the way cut,” said Mr. 
Rothwell to the Globe correspondent, 
“between Port Arthur and Winnni- 
peg, the mail train on which I was 
travelling was run into a siding and 
kept there for twenty minutes ia order 
to permit the passage of a long proces- 
sion of ireight cars iouded with wheat. 
The immense wheat crop was the chief 
topic of conversation irom North Bay 
to the Rockies. A couple of days’ stay 
in) Winnipeg enabled me to observe 
how wondertully that city has pro- 
pressed since my last visit in 1897. I 
noticed several buildings being erected 
of eight or ten storeys in height. I 
spent three or four days in Regina, 
and from early morning uatil late at 
night loog lines of wagons laden 
with wheat could be seen waiting to 
deliver their contents at the elevator. 
I saw one farmer receive a cheque for 
$22,000 for wheat. This man, I was 
told, had been only eleveo years in the 
country, having gone in first with only 
$100 capital and a team of horses. The 
lands around Regina are being bought 
up by Am#rican capitalists, hundreds 


and thousand: ot collars being 
every day invested in this man- 
ner. Even at the Jate period of my 
arrival farmers from the United 
States were still arriving, tak- 
ing up _ free lands and . pur- 


chasing other tracts. Tbe object of my 
trip was to inspect the registry offices 
at Regina, Cuigary and Edmonton. 
In each office the registrar and his 
staff were working night and day, and 
even then were unable to keep up 
with the work. Calgary is now a very 
fine city, its main stteet being equal in 
appearance to the leading thoroughd 
fare in Ottawa. From Calgary I went 
on to Edimpntjn, and the trains north 
were crowded with immigrants. Be- 
tween the two places a number of 
small towns have sprung into exis- 
tence and at various points along the 
line carpenters were busily engaged in 
the erection, of, stores and dwellings. 
Poneka, Lacombe, Wetaskiwin and 
Red Deer are places of recent growth, 
and are rapidly assuming the appear- 
ance, of prosperous towns. On the 
trains between these settlements com- 
mercial travellers from ‘Vancouver, 
Winnipeg and the east were to be met. 
They stopped off for orders at every 
likely place, and. reported ‘business 
good. The greatest rush was visible 
at Edmonton, which was alive with 
settlers and with capitalists looking 
for opportunities for investment in 
what seems destined to become a great 
city at no distant date. The Cana- 
dian Northern railway has been grad- 
id) asi far as the magniticent iron 
bridge which spans the Saskatchewa: 
between) Strathcona and Edmontfn, 
and all interested ir the welfare of the 
latter town are anxious for the early 
completion of the railway to Edmourc 
ton. When that event takes place it 
will give a decided impetus to the 
growth of the town. At the Alberta 
Hotel, Edmonton, I bad an opportun- 
ity of noticing how readily the Gali- 
cians adapt themselves to their sur- 
roundiings. ‘The! worthy) mistiress of 
the hotel is Scotch, and. her accent is 
Mistinguished Oy a devided “bulrr.?” 
Several of the domestics spoke with 
a similar accent, and I assumed they 
were of the same nationality. To my 
great surprise f found they were Gali- 
cians. The imitative faculty of these 
people must be indeed strongly devel- 
oped when they can copy even the 
epeech of their employers with such 
fidelity. During my whole journey I 
did not encounter 2 single indigent, 
and so had to carry back with me sev- 
eral pieces of money which I had re- 
served for charitable purposes.” 


THE BUSINESS YEAR. 


The) Bradstreet Company have is- 
sued their annual “Record,” summaris- 
ing the business changes and. failures 
which took place in the United States 
and Canada during 1901. 

From the record it is learned that 
the proportion of those who met fin- 
ancial ruin &o those in business in 
the four years of ‘98, °99, 1990 and 
1901, respectively, were approximate- 
ly; In the {United States; One to 99: 
one to "25; ove to i29 and one to 120. 
In Canada the proportion for the same 
four years was one in 88, one in 100, 
one in 103. 

The total number of failures in Can- 
ada last year were 1,379 out of a busi- 
mess pooulation of 105,421. The fail- 
ures in fhe United States for the year 
numbered 10,648 for 1,201,862 engaged 
in business. 

The causes of failure are classifi- 
ed. Among those due to the faults 
of those failing, appear in the order 
mamed, Incompetence (irrespective of 
other causes}, Inexiperiencei (without 
other incompetence), Lack of capital, 
Unwise granting of credits, Specula- 
tion (outside regular business), Neg- 
lect of jousiness, (due to doubtful hab- 
its), Personal extravagance, Fraudu- 
lent dispositioy of prioperty. The 
causes not flue to the faults of those 
failing are) @2umerated as; Specific 
ronditions, (disaster, @tc:,). Failure of 
others (apparently yolvent ddbtors), 
Special or fundus competition.

The Strathcona council met in spe- 
cial session on Friday evening, Jan.

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RAILWAY WORK. 


‘Work has ceased on the grade south 
of the river, but is ‘eing pushed rapid- 
ly on the north side. There remains 
about 100 yards of grade to be com- 
pleted across W. Vogel’s property. This 
includes a coi siderable cut and would 
probably take a couple of weeks to 
complete, as only a small gang can 
work at it. No arrangements have 
yet been made with Mr. Vogel regard- 
ing his property which is the cause of 
the delay. The house which he occu- 
pies is almost onthe right of way, and 
being in the valley cannnot very well 
be moved to any otber place. No ar- 
rangements bave yet deen made, so 
far as knowr about the connection 
with the C. & E. railway. It would 
not take long, however, to make this 
connection. Ties are being distribut- 
ed along the grade from the C. & E. 
track to the first bridge. The most 
southerly “ridge is completed ready 
for the rails The northerly bridge 
is almost completed. Pile driving has 
been completed on the centre bridge 
and the superstructure can be com- 
pleted within a week if necessary. 

On the north side of the river the 
cut near the bridge, is being finished, 
although the "work is very slow, ow- 
ing to the ground being frozen to the 
full depth of the work. A large gang 
is also at work on the station grounds 
at the foot of the hill between First 
and Third street. From present ap- 
pearances there will be no difficulty 
about getting the rails laid during 
March, if that is desired by the com- 
pany.

Cc. P. R. OPERATIONS. 

William Whyte, assistant to the 
president of the Canadian Pacific, in 
an. intez view recently at Monireal said 
that no doubt a good deat of work 
would be done this year. Several lines 
that were ‘graded last summer and 
fali wil! be completed this year and 
put in operation. Among these is 
a line from Winnipeg to what has 
been. called Winnipeg Beach, on 
Luke Winnipeg. The road is all 
graded and thernils will be laid ear- 
ly in the spring. There «has also 
been another line graded from For- 
est to Lenoire, a distance of forty- 
two miles and the rails will be laid 
this year. Forest is the first sta- 
tion north of Chater, on the North- 
west Central, and the new road runs 
westerly through Carnegie, Penden- 
nis, Wheatland, Bradwardine to 
Lenro, eighteen miles of track hav- 
irgg been already laid. Amothea} 
short road has been started from 


the Pembina b-anch at Waskada, 23 
miles being graded and ready for the 


rails. Ten miles have also been 
built along the international boun- 
‘dary from Snowflake to Mowbray, 


and this line will ~robab'y go fur- 
ther eastward. Other lines, he said, 
were also in contemplation. 

Regarding the double tracking of 
the main line from Port Arthur to 
Winnipeg, he said that with increas- 
ed number of sidings that line could 
take care of double the present traf- 
fic, yet all new bridges and culverts 
are being constructed in view of the 
Apuble tracking of the road poner 
or later.

STILL AFTER DEWET, 


The Biitish pursuit of General De- 
Wet has been successful to the extent 
that his last gun has been captured 
and Commandant Wessels, one of his 
rrincipa! lieutenants, has been routed. 

Lord Kitchener sent the news in 
a despatch from Pretoria, dated Tues- 
day, Feb. 4, as follows; “Byngs’ 
column while proceeding towards 
Lirpenburg, afier a night .~ march 
ettacked and routed a considerable 
force of the enemy under Command- 
ant Wessels. We captured a fifteen- 
pounder and a pom-pom taken from 
Firman’s column, and also a 4lb. pom- 
pes (that was the last gun DeWet 
nad,) and three wagons of ammuni- 
tion, 150 horses, and 100 mules. The 
Boer casualties were five killed, six 
wounded and twenty-seven men cap- 
tured. 

“Among the killed was Field Cornet 
Wessels. Among the prisoners is Cap- 
tain Muller, of the State Artillary. 
The enemy was scattered. 

“Our casualties were slighi. 0 

“The national scouts, near Middle- 
burg, Cape Colony, captured thirteen 
prisoners. 

“Plumer, near Amersfort, Trans- 
vaal, captured seven prisoners and 500 
head of cattle. 

“General Gilbert Hamilton captured 
82 prisoners.”

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| _ REINDEER FOR WINTER TRAVEL. 


When reiadeer were first proposed 
for ass in the mail service in Alaska 
the idea was ridiculed. Since then ex- 
| periments have demonstrated the ani- 
mal’s vaiue for this purpose. The first 
tests showed its superierity over dog 
teams for travelling through the 
snow. 3 

A reindeer team with a Larp driver 
was selected te carry one of the mail 
bags over the Nome route, and to re- 
turn with the outgoing mai!, the round 
trip being about 500 miles. Two days 

before the reindeer started three well 


ui dog ‘eams set out. The route 
By eat a country without road or 
trail, and the conditions were as bad 
as heavy snow could make them. : 

Early on the fifth day out the rein- 
deer team caught up with the slowest 
of the dog outii:s, in a stretch of soft, 
drifted snow. In this the dogs had 
been stalled and their desperate floun- 
derings had so weakened them that 
they were making little progress. The 
reindeer ploughed thrcugh the drifts 
i with little difliculty. That afternoon 
i they passed the second dog team. 

The Lapy brought his mail to its des- 
tination, rested his deer thirty hours, 
started on the return trip, and fifty 
miles out met the foremost of his com- 
petitors. Even more remarkable was 
a majl trip through a trackless wil- 
derness made by reindeer, the teams 
making as much as 110 miles a day 
under favoraple canditions. { 

Now that the value of these animals 
has been fully established the United 
States have become the imrorter and 
breeder of stock and wili bring in the 
next few years thousands of reindeer 
into their nortbward possession. There 
are now in Alaska éight herds, com- 
prising about 3,500 head. By January 
this number will be increased through 
importation to more than 5,000. 

At first the whites in Alaska were 
not successful in handling the animals. 
They are scarcely comprehensible by 
the Caucasian. The reindeer is easily 
frightened and easily offended, and it 
is impossible to tel) how he will behave 
in either case. Sometimes he will rush 
at the ofiending person and strike him 
down with his sharp, poweriul hoofs, 
or endeavor to rip him open with a 
quick descent of his formidable ant- 
lers. Again he will balk, sulk, and 
even pine away. 

Between the’Silberian and the reipy 
deer there exisis a sort of affinity; the 
animal will obey his accustomed mas- 
ter when a white skinned mau can do 
nothing with him. So a number of 
herders were *rought over from Si- 
beria, ani the young Alaskan Esqui- 
maux put under them to learn the 
business. The Alaskan patives have 
taken the greatest interest in the in- 
troduction of the reindeer, and on 
many occasions delegations have trav- 
elled from three hund-ed to four hun- 
dred miles to inspect a herd, which is 
looked upon as opening a new avenue 
of wealth for them. 

For a time it was feared that the 
Alaskan dogs, unless un-hecked, would 
manifest a disrosition to scatter the 
reindeer herds, but the herders were 
armed and had stri-t orders to fire urt. 
on any dog interfering with the herd, 
and after a numer of meddlesome 
dogs had heen shot this sort of annoy- 
ance disappeared aitogether. A few 
reindeen were killed each year by the 
wolves. 

Even more expert than the Siberian 
in the care and training of reindeer are 
the natives cf Lapland. Accordingly a 
score of fuli-blooded Lapips hava been 
introduced by liberal offers to emi- 
grate to Alaska, where they form a 
little colony. With them have come 
a number of the dogs, remarkably in- 
telligent animals, that not only herd 
and guard the reindeer, but also assist 
in training and breaking them to har- 
ness. The dogs are very courageous 
and will fight wolves, mountain lions, 
or any other beast of prey that may 
attack the herd. 

Any of the Lapps may, upon apriica- 
tion to the government, have the loan 
of 100 head of reindeer for a period of 
three to five years, at the end of 
which time the borrower returns the 
100 head of deer to the government, 
retaining the increase as his private 
pee rty- Nearly every one of the 

apps has hastened to take advantage 
of this offer. The government has 
given, lent or sold herds of reindeer to 
mission stations all over Alaska. 


The reindeer has aiso been introduc- 
ed as a pack animai. One of the 
Pioneers of this movement was Hank 
Summers, who for nearly a score of 
years has been a miner and prospector 
in Alaska. The veteran some mouths 
ago procured a reindeer from one of 
the mission stations and upon this he 
packed his tent, blankets, provisions 
and tools for the summer's prospect- 
ing. After a brief experience with 
his new assistant he declared that he 
would never again bether with dog 
teams. 

The breaking of the reindeer is only 
slightly less exciting than the same 
operation of a broncho on the western 
plains. When the deer is lassoed, the 
rope is thrown over its antlers, and 
he often becomes infuriated and, ris- 
ing upon his hind legs strikes out vic- 
iously with his forefeet. It is then 
fn order for the man to beat a hasty 
retreat. Watching bis ovportunity he 
runs in, seizes the horns, one in each 
hand, and dexterously throws the deer 
on his back. Whe once down the ani- 
mal gives up the struggle. 

The halter is fastened on his head 
and with a large rope or strip of un- 
tanned leather made fast to a moss 
hummock, he is allowed to run about 
for several days unti] he finds ont 
how it is to be fastened. Now comes 
the most difficult task of all, that of 
harnessing him. Generally it is neces- 
sary to throw the animal before the | 
harness can be put in place. When the 
deer finds that he is fastened in a new | 
way,and fee! the tug rubbing against 
his legs and the pressure upon his 
shoulders. he makes the greatest 
struggles for liberty. This performance 
is continued for days and finally the 
deer is driven for miles at a time until 
he becomes thoroughly accustomedi to 
his tiriver, harness and sited. Once | 
broken to harness he is dovile, = 


gent and possessed of indomitable 
pluck and endurance.—New York Sup.
